Conrl of Jaetioo of Ooterio died Taeedey 
afternoon at hie reeidenoe, 388 Bherboorne 
etreet, Toronta 

Joetloe Fergoeon wae one of three of the 
High Gonrt ^noh of Ontario who bad 
eerved for a quarter of a oentnry. Among 
the famone oaeee o?er wbioh be 
preeided were the trial of MoWherral 
for murder: the eeoood trial of the 
Hyman twine, charged with the mnrder 
cf Willie Welle end the first trial 
of the Dominion Bank robbery, in wbioh 
William Ponton, Robert Maokie, George 
Pare and Jamea Holden were jointly in 
dieted. 

He wae well liked and mnch admired by 
the court offioiala of Napanee, and will be 
remembered by a large number of people 
of this aeotion, who were in attendance at 
the court during the trial of the famoua 
Dominion Bank Robbers.

WAR NEWS. 


(Asioclated I’rcss Duspatclics.) 

Waahington, May 2U.—The following 
cablegram has been received at the Japa¬ 
nese Legation ; — 

‘Tokio, May 2!).—General Oku, com¬ 
manding the army attacking Kinohow, 
reports that in the attack on Nanabau Hill 
the fourth division formed the right wing 
and the third division the left wing and the 
first divison the centre. The enemy con¬ 
sisted of one division of the field army and 
two batteries of field artillery, besides 
fortress artillery aud marines. Tbe 
fourth division, taking advantage cf the 
enemy ‘h left wing which was weakened by 
the bombardment from our licet ut Kin- 
chow bay, finally succeeded in carrying tbe 
enemy’s position, while other divisions 
immediately followed it up. Thereupon 
the enemy retreated in confusion, explod¬ 
ing magazines at Tafangsbin. Tbe trophies 
of battle consist of GS guns atjd ten ma¬ 
chine guns, besides many other things. 
Our casualties are estimated at about 
3.r»00. The enemy left on the battle field 
over 500 dead bodies.” 

A STRONG POSITION. 

A despatch from the Imperial Govern' 
ment at Tokio received by the Japanese 
Legation on Saturday gave the following 
details of the Nanshan Hill tight : — 

“The attack on the enemy at Nanshan 
Hill commenced at 2.35 a.m of the 'Jotb. 
The enemy's defensive works were an 
almost permanent nature, and their 
artillery consisted of 50 guns of various 
calibres and two (juick-firing field artillery 
companies. Their infantry ranged in two 
or three lines in covered trenches with 
loopholes, and emplaced machine guns on 
important points, and offered a stubborn 
resistance. 

“Wc ranged all our fiel 1 guns upon the 
forts and the onemy’a principal ariillery 
and silenced eleven of them, and while 
quick tirera previously retired to Nanquan- 
ling and continued tiring until night, onr 
artillery concentrated fire upon tbe enemy’s 
trenches and our infantry forces advanced

“One of the fortunate iucidents in the 
attack waa the discovery of a mine wire at 
the eastern foot of Nanshan Hill, the cut 
ting of which prevented heavy loss.’’ 

BAYONET TO-BAYONET STRUGGLE. 

Tokio, May 2'J, 6 p.ra.—The details of 
the fighting at Kinebow emphasize the 
beroio tonacity of the Japanese in their 
conduct at Nanshan Hill. Nine succes 
sive times the Japaoeee charged the forti-1 
lied heights in the faco of a storm of death 
dealing missiles, and in their lust elVort 
they carried the forts aud Ironchua only 
after a bayonet-to-baycuet conflict with 
the Russians, who made a desperate, des 
pairing struggle to beat back tbe oncoming 
Japanese. 

The final assault of tbe Japanese, in 
which they at last succeeded in taking 
possession, was marked by the most dc.s- 
peratti hand-to-band encounter that lias 
thus far characterized the war. 

A CRITICAL MOMENT. 

Tbe jHpanesc Icit throughout the entire 
notion UMtii night was exposed to an en¬ 
filading lire from the Russian infantry and 
a gunboat on Talienwan Bay and four- 
oentinietre guns posted at Tafengebou. 

At a critical moment the ammunition of 
the artillery ran low and it was decided to 
cast tbe remaining ammunitinn into one 
final dtsperato assault. Fortunately, 
however, at the moment this decision was 
reached the Japanese squadron in Kiuchow 
Bay, which liad ceased bumbardiog when 
tbo infantry barl first moved forward, sud¬ 
denly resumed the shelling of Nanshan 
Hill. 

Then it waa that the issues of the day 
wero determined at a moment when the 
outcemo was fluttering between success and 
defeat for Japan—at tliat moment was an 
almost certain repulse converted into a 
victory so successful that the forces of the | 
Czar were swept into confusion and dis¬ 
orderly retreat. 

THE FINAL CHARGE, 

With every Japanese gun directing its 
fire upoD tbe Nanshan forts aud trenches, 
the Japanese infantry spiaug over the 
bodies of those who bad sacrified their 
lives in previous friiftless charges. The 
entire lino rnithod forward toward the 
Russian left, where the fire of the Japanese 
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squadron Had provel most deadly snd 
was the first to weaken. It was there 
that tbe first breach was mrde in the hum.

A8TAIN WIPED OUT.

WEDNESDAY'S SUMMARY. 

The occupation of Dalny by the Japan¬ 
ese is uf course the big news of the day. 
They found mauy buifdiugs undamaged 
and vast quantities of stores and materia^ 
including 2tH) railway cars. The Kussiani} 
no doubt thought that the removal of the 
I locomotives to Port Arthur and the dc-

A liinos correspondent ntates that they 
arc now from 12 to 11 miles northeast of 
tl:e fortifications, and that the second line 
of nefence against which they are ranged 
will not offer serious reeistauce. By the. 
end of tbe present week, therefore, the be¬ 
siegers should be able to turn the Russianu 
out of their second line aud invest the city 
proper.

CUKATIVE QUALITIES OF GAK- 
DEN TEUCK. 

Future Doctor Likely to Proscribe 
Vegetables Instead of 
Drugs. 

It is a common observation that 
tho quantity of ary characteristic ele¬ 
ment in a plant varies with its rich¬ 
ness in the soil. This is, of course, 
a correlative of the well-known bene- 
licial action of fertilizers in increasing 
plant growth. It is now proposed, 
however, to attempt tho cultivation 
of medicated plants—that is, common 
vegetables containing abnormal quan¬ 
tities of substances it is desired to 
administer. 

It is evident to every one at all ae- 
quainted with the laws of physiology 
that the assimilation of mineral elo- 
inents by tho body is much more 
readily accomplished when those are 
partaken in the form of food in vege¬ 
tables. In the past, if the body has 
needed ,nn o.xcess of iron, it has been 
supplied by iron tinctures taken 
through a glass tuljc after meals, 
j IRON IN THE SPINACH. 

I The modern Idea is to sujiply this 
want by certain vegetables, such as 
spinach. Experiments looking to 
the demonstration of this scheme have 
been undertaken recently in Europe. 
Ferruginous plants were grown In 
soil enriched by the addition of hy¬ 
drate of iron, and upon analysis it 
was found that plants gi-own in such 
soil contained a niuch larger percent¬ 
age of iron than similar plants grown 
in natural soil. 

Of course it is not to be supposed 
that this increase in the percentage 
can be increased' indefinitely, but it 
cun bo carried to a maximum point 
which is vci*y much greater than the 
average. This same demonstration 
has also been carried out in connec¬ 
tion with tea cultivation. Samples 
of tea leaves from several plantations 
having similar climate and altitude 
condition.s, but different soils, were 
gathered, and, after drying, were ana¬ 
lyzed in the laboratory for their con¬ 
tent of iron, nitrogen, phosphoric ac¬ 
id, silicic acid, cafhein and ash. 

I SOIL UEPXECTED IN TEA. 

! The various soils in which the sev¬ 
eral plants yielding the sample leaves 
had been grown wore also analyzed 
for similar elements, and it was 
found that the chemical composition 
of the soil, e^ecially the quantities 
of those substances taken by the plant 
has an infli;encc, clearly domon.9trab- 
lo by chemical analysis, on tho com¬ 
position of tea leave produced on such 
soil. 

A very interesting vista opens up 
to tho prophetic eye in giving free 
rein to the imagination on thi.s fas¬ 
cinating subject. Will the doctor of 
the future. instead of ordering a 
nauseous dose from the druggist, pre¬ 
scribe a course of medical vegetables, 
furnishing the iron, or potash, or 
i manganese, etc., by means of these 
i "doctored" or "medicated" vegetul)- 
Ics? Certified” milk, which, with its 
guaranteed proportion of milk fat, 
milk sugar and solids, might have 
seemed an improbable commercial ar¬ 
ticle fifty years ago. and. if so. why 
not "certified vegetables" in the im¬ 
mediate future?

The suc^^eMful administration and 
organization of tho Japanese navy 
have aroused a very definite curiosity 
in regard to the methods whli^ they 
have adopted ^and applied to satisfy 
the special conditions imposed by 
their environment, traditions and ra¬ 
cial instincts. Thoroughness and pre¬ 
paration seem to be (he keynotes of 
their system, and when those quali¬ 
ties arc found allied with high intel¬ 
ligence. devoted patriotism, capacity 
for solf-sacrifice and contempt of 
death, the result must be nearly roun¬ 
ded and complete. 

The first important stop taken by 
the imperial navy was tl^ establish¬ 
ment of tho Naval College at Totio 
in 1S73 and the employment until 
1882, by permission of tho British 
governnaent, of a number of instruc¬ 
tors drawn from the executive and 
engineering branches of the British 
fleet. At the same time a few se¬ 
lected students were sent abroad. 

Since 1888 the Japanese have con¬ 
ducted their own war schools of in¬ 
struction and hare trained a person¬ 
nel that is surely remarkable. The 
number of officers and men voted 
for the peace establishment of the 
imperial Japanese navy wae as fol¬ 
lows:—Officers, 2,294;^ w'arrant offl- 

cerr, l,0r>7: petty officers and sea¬ 
men. etc. 89,821; officers and men in 
tho reserve—officers of naval reserve, 
170; warrant officers, 108, and pet¬ 
ty officers and men, 6,843. 

The officers of the imperial navy 
are divided into two classes—first, 
naval officers (executive), and second, 
officers holding relative ranks with 
naval officers. 

The list of naval officers includes;— 
Admirals, vice admirals, rear admir¬ 
als, captains, commanders, lieuten¬ 
ants, sub-lieutenants, midshipmen, 
naval cadets, gunners and boatswains. 
The grades of officers holding relative 
ranks are engineers, surgeons, pay¬ 
masters. ordnance engineers, naval 
constructors, hydrographical engin¬ 
eers, carpenters and bandmasters. 

THE NAVAL OFFICERS. 

Naval cadets are appointed through 
rompotitivo examination and arc op¬ 
en to the sons of all Japanese sub¬ 
jects. The entrance examination is 
at prcFcnt held in tho nineteen prin¬ 
cipal towns of Japan, under super¬ 
vision of the Superintendent of the 
Naval (^ollege. The number of ca¬ 
dets required for tho year is previous¬ 
ly gazetted by tho Minister of Marine, 
^d the requisitions for prospective 
vacancies are made on tho Supierin- 
tendent of tho Naval College through 
the local authorities within a speci¬ 
fied limit of time. Tho age of a 
candidate inu.st not be under sixteen 
nor over twenty years, and they are 
divided into two groups. Candidates 
who have p.aa.sed the course of the 
middle .schools are examined in 
mathematics, Japanese^ composition, 
English and Chinese, but a candidate 
who has not pas.sed the middle school 
curriculum is examined in the follow¬ 
ing subjects;— Japanese composition, 
mathematics. Engli.sh, Chine.se, geo¬ 
graphy, history, physics, chemistry 
and drawing, and if candidates 
sire they may also be examined in 
French. German or Russian. All 
candidates have to pass a medical ex¬ 
amination before they may go up for 
the competitive examination. Success¬ 
ful candidates become naval cadets, 
and are ordered to join tho Naval 
College at Yelajima, on the Inland 
Sea. near the Kure naval station. 
Travelling expenses to the Naval Col¬ 
lege are paid and everything is pro¬ 
vided at the colligo by the govern¬ 
ment.

ENG 1NEET. (IFFICERS. 

The appointments of engineer stu¬ 
dents are made in the same manner 
as those of the naval cadets, but the 
age of canclidate.s must not be under 
si.vteen nor over txventy-ono .vears. A 
student joins tho Naval Engineers 
(’ollcgo at Yokosuka nnd remains 
there three years and four months. 
The students go through a course of 
advanced mathematics, physics, chem¬ 
istry. theory of steam engine, etc., 
nnd receive practical training in the 
engineering xvorkshops of the Yokosu¬ 
ka dockyard, and instruction in iron 
shipbuilding, marine engines and boil¬ 
ers. the use of the instruments em¬

StudcjitP iiassiiig successfully the 
f'*ml examination become probation¬ 
ary assistant engineers in the navy 
and arc appointed to a seagoing 
training ship, on lioard of which they 
receive practical training. After 
eight months of this traininit they 
are examined and commissioned nRS 
assistant engineers. The succe<'ding 
steps of promotion is by selection, as 
in the cn.se of the executix'c ofticers. 
to the grade of engineer, chief and 
fleet engineer, inspector of machinery, 
nnd, last, inspector general of ma- 
chiner.v. 

Candidates for the medical branch 
of the navy arc required to pass a 
professional examination before they 
go up for their competitive examina¬ 
tions. TTic latter include medicine, 
surgery, sclena* and modern langu¬ 
ages. Successful candidates become 
probationary assistant surgeons in the 
navy and then join the Naval Medical 
College for instruction. They re¬ 
main there not less than one year, 
and, after passing at the college suc¬ 
cessfully, they are first appointed to 
the hospitals of different naval. sta¬ 
tions. nnd after certain periods of 
time, when favorably recommended by 
the Superintendent of Hospitals, they 
are commissioned as assistant sur¬ 
geons. Tho sMCceeding steps of pro¬ 
motion are by selection and the 
grades arc surgeons, staff and fleet 
surgeons, surgeon inspectors and sur¬ 
geon generals. Surgeons arc-ulso ap-, 
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'pointfid in>in amoair the gratfuatea of 
the l^ljporlal univaraities without tho 
exalttlnatien in fldence. 

l^obatiqnaiy iuMietant paymaatere 
,arD taken by o<anpetitive examination 
after eucoessfully paeaing the medical 
examination, and muit not be under 
twenty nor .over thirty years of age. 
Successful candidates Join the pay¬ 
master training school, receive» a 
course of instruction for eight months 
and after examination are appointed 
tb commisiiooed ships for practical 
experience. After four months. If fa¬ 
vorably recommended, they become 
assistant paymasters and pass by 
steps through the grades of pay¬ 
master. chief, staff and fleet paymas¬ 
ters, paymaster inspectors and pay¬ 
master generals. Paymasters are al¬ 
so appointed from among the gradu¬ 
ates of the imperial universities and 
those of the Higher Commercial 
School in Tokio. 

NAVAL CONSTRUCTORS. 
Every year a certain number of the 
students in the Imperial University 
of Naval Architects can make appli- 
Gutlon for appointment, and if suc- 
'ccssful in examinations they become 
navy students and continue their 
study at the expense of the navy. 
0*1 graduation they are appointed as¬ 
sistant naval constructors and are 
promoted by selection to naval con¬ 
structor, chief, inspector and inspec¬ 
tor general of naval constructors. 

Ordinance engineers arc appointed 
in thy same manner ns the naval con- 
stiuctors, or are drawn from naval 
oflicers and engineers, who often 
change into this branch by special nl>- 
pointmen*. ^ 

Students are taught at tho Hydro- 
grarhic Office ns hydrographic engin¬ 
eers the theory and practice of sur¬ 
veys. etc., and arc appointed assist¬ 
ants after successful examination. 
They can reach the grade correspond¬ 
ing to the rnnE of captain (junior 
ginde). As this profession can bo 
performed by the naval officers, the 
continuation of this branch for the 
future is in doubt. 

Tl-y* w.arrant officers of the execu¬ 
tive line arc either gunners or boats¬ 
wain’s gunners or torpedo gunners 
and must be qualined as gunnery or 
tori-cdo instructors before promotion. 
Thu non-executive branches holdinj; 
relative ranks are engine-room artifi¬ 
cers, bandmasters, carpenters, writv’rs 
and nurses. They arc all promoted 
from the chief petty officers of their 
respective corps, after having served 
at least two ycar.s at sea and having 
paKse»l the rerjuired examinations su<'- 
cessfully. A warrant officer who has 
Buper-cxccllcnt abilit.y may, after six 
years' service, bo promoted to chief 
warrant officer, with the rank of sub¬ 
lieutenant. Chief warrant officers 
that have long and meritorious ser¬ 
vice receive the rank of lieutenants 
(Junior grade) when they arc trans¬ 
ferred to the rc.scrve by reason of 
age. Petty officers and men arc di¬ 
vided into the same classes as war¬ 
rant officers and petty officers, excejjt 
that ships' writers are appointed from 
1 the men. 

I Exomination.s for the promotion of 
I petty officers and men are held twice 
: each year and eligibility for thi.s ex- 
1 aminntion depends upon the follow- 
' ing lengths of sea service’— Petty of- 
fict^rs—Third class, one year as leading 
seamen; second class, one year as 
third class petty officers; first class 
or chief petty officer, one and one- 
half years as second cln.ss petty of¬ 
ficers. Men—Petty officers, leading 
seamen or first class men; able sea¬ 
men or second class men, and ordin¬ 
ary seamen or third class men .are ex¬ 
amined in April c- 1 October. Boys 
arc examined in * •• and November.

Bovs are trained in tlu' barracks of 
the naval station for the first four 
months and are then sent to seagoing 
I training ships for at least two 
I month.s. when they are distributed 
among the ships of the fleet.

A sudden wave 
of popularity has risen in the erst¬ 
while calm course of its followers, and 
many new organisations have lately 
sprung up to help foster this "reli¬ 
gion,” aays the Philadelphia North 
American. 

Philadelphia Is t}io world’s great 
centre of this cult. Churches, mis¬ 
sion homes, restaurants and boarding 
houses all tend to strengthen the be¬ 
lievers in the doctrine and help to 
make fresh converts. 

"Man's food becomes his mind.” 
might bo considered the creed of this 
cult, whose followers are so impiesa- 
ed with the benefits derived from a 
diet without meat that they have 
banded themselves together, founded 
a church, the only one of its kind in 
the United States, and sought to 
convert others to their way of think¬ 
ing and living. 

The church, with its vegetarian pas¬ 
tor, vegetarian congregation and 
vegetarian choir, is called the First 
Bible Christian Church of Philadel¬ 
phia.

THE CZAR*S MOTKEE TAKES 
FEEOEDEirCS. 

Xassss of ths EtisoUxi Pooplo

Wife. 

The trying portion occupied by 
tho Czarina lu the Rueslan Court ie 
discussed with much frankness by a 
correspondent. Recently the Kolwr 
telegraphed to the Czar of R^a 
and to the Empress of Japan offering 
to sen(^ out to the far east a German 
Red Cross Society. The fact that he 
did not send his invitation to the 
Uoweger Czaripa Mario is argued by 
a few pe&pm as proof that the Kaiser 
resents tw humiliating fosbioB in 
which the gCzarina Uoweger thrusts 
her daughtcr-lp-lnw aside upon all 
occasions, and instals herself in her 
placjc. 

The writer doubts very much 
whether the Kaiser meant anything 
of tho kind, although it is no doubt 
true, that he really sympathizes with 
his cousin, tho Czarina Alexandria, as 
indeed, all who know and care for 
her must symimthize with her. for 
anything more trying, nay intolerable, 
than the position in which she now 
is it would be difficult to conceive^ 
CZARINA'S POSITION. 

As wife of the rulijig Sovereign she 
ought, of course, to take rank as the 
first lady in ^lu.saia, and be at the 
head of e''ery great social movement. 
According to Russian Court etiquette 
she ought to be President not only 
of the Red Cross Society, but aUo of 
the great Charity Department. This 
department has the administration of 
tho chief charities in tho empire, 
most of the hospitals, hospices, and 
orphanages arc under its control, and 
It spends many thousands of pounds 
every year on the relief of the poor. 
Thus, ks president has unrivalled op¬ 
portunities of gaining for herself the 
love of the masses, in whose eyes she 
is the great dispenser of charity, the 
pitiful mother, who distributes good 
gifts among them. And its president 
otight to be, but is not. Czarina Al¬ 
exandria! 

Then, just as the Czar is supreme 
in tho State, the Czarina ought to 
bo supremo in society: it is she who 
ought to lay down tho law there, who 
ought to decide who shall and shall 
not be received, what shall and what 
shall not be deemed seemly. There 
is neither bound not limit, indeed, 
to the Influence she should wjcld; yet 
as a matter of fact, she wields prac¬ 
tically no influence at all. 

'J’he Czarina Marie should. of 
course, have resigned at least the 
Presidency of the Red Cross Society 
and the Charity Department the very 
day her son married; she ought also 
to fiave stood aside and let her 
daughter-in-law, as the wife of the 
reigning Sovereign, step into her 
place as first lady; but to do so 
seems never to have occurred to 
h^r. and Czar Nicholas is much too 
devoted to her to think of taking up 
his wife's cause in opposition to her. 

As the Czarina Dowager still holds 
precisely the same position at the 
Russian Court as she held when Al¬ 
exander the Third was still alive, 
there is no position there for the 
young Czarina to hold, no worE for 
her to do. no duties for her to fulfill; 
she is. ns it were, an interloper in 
her own husband’s house. This is a 
painftd enough state of affairs for 
her at the best of times, when things 
are going 8moothl.v with Russia; but 
it. is. of course, infinitely woise 
now when the whole empire is seeth¬ 
ing with excitement, and the very 
air Is alive with the clamor of arms.

ZHTEEKATZOMAL LESSON, 
MAY 22. 

Taxt of tbs LsMon, Matt, xxrl,^ 
17-30. Ooldsn Tsxt, I. 

Cor. V., 7. 

Between the lost lesson, on humil¬ 
ity, and this passover lesson we have 
omitted nearly all tho events of ths 
last week of Ills life and have come 
rig^t lip to tho very last evening be- 
iore His crucifixion. It ssems so un- 
jatisfactory to got ho little where 
tha^r so much, but this is true of 
§ven the smallest portion of Scrip¬ 
ture, and wo must rely upon tho 
Spirit to give us all that He sees wp 
can receive. In a sentence, lot us 
glance at some of the things we 
have paseed over—the healing of the 
blipd as ho entered and left Jericho, 
the visit to the house of Zaccheus, 
the supper and anointing at Bethany, 
the public entry Into Jerusalem, tho 
temple cleansed, the fig tree cursed, 
the poor widow offering commanded 
and many parables and discourses. 

Happy arc the believers who can 
find time to meditate much upon 
these and upon all Scripture. The 
events of our losson are recorded by 
Mark and Luke os well os by !Mat- 
thew, and Luke xxii., 8. says that 
Ho sent Peter and John, .saying, 
‘Go and prepare us the jAa.sRover 
that wo may eat." Then they asked 
Him, "Where wilt Thou that we pre¬ 
pare for Thee to eat tho passover?" 
He sent them into the city, telling 
them that a man bearing u pitch'! 
of water would meet them, and iiy 
following him they wotild find th.c 
house. Then they were to ask the 
goodman of tho hoitso, and he would 
show them a large upper room, fur- 
nishocL^and prepared, and there they 
were to moke road.v. They found a.s 
He had .said and did as He had aii- 
pointed them (Mark xiv., 13-16). 

There is a word in Prov. iii., 6. 
which has been a blessing to me for 
full forty years, having taken hold 
of me when I was a yoiing man. a 
clerk in a store. Do not fail to 
look it up and eat it, and may th' 
"where wilt thou” of the les-son and 
the "what wilt thou" of Act.s ix., 6. 
be our continual attitude to Him 
whose we are and whom we sc-rvo 
(Acts xxvii., 23), who has all oir 
good works prepared for us to walk 
jin and who will guide us hs sur.Mv 
land definitely os He guided the ui-os 
ties on this occasion, and when He 
sent them for the ass’ colt. i Luke 
xix., 30-32).

MANCHURIAN BRIGANDS. 

Chunchuses Who Infest the Coun¬ 
try’s Highways. 

The Chunchuses, whose exploits arc 
mentioned so frequently in the war 
news, und whom Admiral Alexieff, in 
his proclamation, recently stigmatiz¬ 
ed us "the curse of Manchuria,’! in¬ 
clude all the brigands or highway¬ 
men in Manchuria, who have infested 
the country since the date of the 
Maiichu contest of China. Manchuria 
was then denuded of her fighting 
men, who were required to garrison 
the Chinese towns. Chinese out¬ 
law's begun to settle in the country, 
and these, joining with the worst 
class of the natives, formed them¬ 
selves into robl)cr bands who have 
defied the authorities ever since, at¬ 
tacking caravans, laundering villag¬ 
es and carrying off important person¬ 
ages to ransom. The Chunchuses, in 
fact, arc the docoits of Manchuria, 
and, like the Burmese brigands, their 
hand is against ever.v man, be he na¬ 
tive or stranger. The missionary. 
Williamson, who travelled in Man¬ 
churia in the sixties of the last cen¬ 
tury, relates that a band of these 
robbers landed at Takushnn, a flour¬ 
ishing port near the Yalu River, and 
billeted themselves upon the town, 
making the most exorbitant demands 
upon the inhabitants, which were all 
complied with. They travelled 
about the countrj’, lo\'ying tribute 
everywhere, und, when troops wore 
at last sent against them, they took 
ship and quietly sailed away. Wil¬ 
liamson adds that the robbers re¬ 
ceived their name of "Hunghutze.’’ 
or Redbenrds, owing to thoir custom 
of painting their faces rod and wear¬ 
ing false beards of colored horsehair. 

The great trade highways of Man¬ 
churia arc infested with them, and 
at one time, ow’ing to their activity, 
trade languished to such a degree 
that the "Kedbeards’’ were in dang¬ 
er of losing their means of livcli- 
liood. They then established a pecu¬ 
liar system of insurance throughout 
jthn countrj-, the merchants who 
paid them toll being supplied with a 
small triangular flag, which, when 
placed on the top of each cart in 
the caravan, insured its safe pas¬ 
sage throuj^- th^ most' robber-infest¬ 
ed country. The same little flag is 
still used to show that a cart is in¬ 
sured against being robbed, and from 
the fact that carts so distinguished 
are seldom or never attacked it is 
supposed that the brigands and the 
Insurance officers ,are still on very 
good tsrms^ j

Lose Two of Their Best Vessels and 
600 Men Drown. 


STRUCK A BONE. 

^Thn Japanese fleet has sufTcred a 
ijrious loss, says a Toklo dospatch. 
fvhilc removing mines and covering 
the landing troops near Dalny on 
Monday the battleship Hatsuse, the 
largest worship in the Japanese navy, 
and one of the most powerful in the 
world, struck a Husj.ian mine and 
sank. Of the 741 men on board, less 
than one-half were saved, the vessel 
sinking in two minutes. The some 
day the cruiser Yoshino was rammed 
by the Kasuga, and also sank, only 
60 of the crew of 300 escaping. The 
lose in men was 681, as follows:— 

Saved. Drowned. 
Yoshino (cruiser) .... 60 240 

Ilatsueo (battleship) 300 441 

360 681 

Giving details of the disaster, Vice- 
Admiral Togo reports:— 

"At fourteen jiiinutes past one 
the aftemoon of May 15, in a deep 
fog off Port Arthur, the Kasuga 
rammed the Yo.shino, sinking the 
latter in a few minutes. Ninety of 
her crew were saved. 

"The same morning the Hatsuse. 
while cruising off Port Arthur, cov¬ 
ering the landing of the soldi'TS. 
struck a mine ten knots south-east of 
the harbor entrance. She signaled 
for help, and in.stnntly struck anoth¬ 
er mine. She sank in half an hour. 
Three hundred of her crew were sav¬ 
ed by torpedo boats.” 

The Yoshino was a pi'otected crui¬ 
ser of 4,180 tons, with 15,750 horse¬ 
power, 350 feet long. Her armament 
consisted of four G-inch gun.s, eight 
4.7-inih guns, and tuenty-three 0- 
ppunders. Her speed was 23 knots, 
and her crew numbered 300 men. The 
Kasuga, with which it collided, was 
one of the two fast jjrotected cruisers 
which Japan bought from Chili just 
before the war comir.enred. 

TThe Hatsuse was a battleship of 
1.5,000 tons, and of the latest mod¬ 
el. She was otdy completed in Groat 
Dritain in 1900, w’ns 400 feet long 
and was heavily armored. ITer arma¬ 
ment consisted of four l2-incli guns, 
fourteen G-inch puns, twenty 3 2- 
pounders. and eight 3-pounders, and 
four 2i-pounders. She had four 
torpedo tubes, e.stimaloa sf-eed 19.11 
knots, and her crew numbered 711 
men. 

TOGO SKNDS HIS REPORT. 

Vico-Admiral Togo’s full report is 
as follows :— 

"It is regrettable to have to report 
a double misfortune. At 5 o'clock 
•Sunday mon.ing 1 received a wiro- 
les.s me.sKagc from Rear-Admiral 
Dewa, saying tlmt on that day at 
five in ti\e morning, while returning 
from the woik of blocking Port 
Arthur, he encountered a dense fog 
north of the Slian 3'ung promontory. 
The Kasuga collided with,the port 
stern of the Yoshino. which was sunk

of her crew. 'J'he fiiMi.se fog still 
continues. 

"This has been a most unfortunate 
day for our na^y. While the fleet 
was watching the enemy off Port 
Arthur the Hatsuse struck one of 
the enemy’s mines and her rudder 
w'ns damaged. She sent a mes.sago 
for a shij) to tow her. which was 
being sent wh.en another message 
brought the lamentable n^port tliat 
the IIat‘;usc had struck another mine 
and imiiuMlintely began to sink. The 
Tlatsu.sc tluMi was t(Mi knots off Lino- 


being unwise to risk a battle the 
Japanese retreated in good order 
and with groat rapidity. 

An unofficial Russian authority 
says a pitched battle was not fought 
but rumor says there was consldcr- 
H-ble loss on both sides during the 

* clashes, with the Cossacks harasEing 
the flanks of the Japanese. ITile di¬ 
vision presumably 'vas executing a 
roconnai.ssancc. The pursuit was 
checked when the main body of the 
Japanese w'as rejoinofl. 

This news apparently accounts for 
the withdrawal to an unknown des¬ 
tination of warships and transports 
from 3’ower Hill, ten miles north of 
Kai-Chou, Liao-Tung peninsula, and 
of renewed defensive activity at New 
Chwang.

Unless caution, 
heretofore the conspicuous feature of 
the Japanese campaign, is observed, 
this column, it is boliovod here, will 
fall the victim of its temeidty, as 
Gen. Kuropatkln is known to be 
holding it especially under close sur¬ 
veillance. 

Kouropatkin’s decision to withdraw 
from Liao-Yang can only mean, ac¬ 
cording to the experts, that there 
will continue to be affairs of outpoete 
unless another Gen. Sassulitch should 
develop. The controlling etrategic 
point at Hal-Cheng will not be held 
as believed, Kouropatkln deciding it 
to be unwise to isolate more troops, 
who would, not being as well supplied 
as those at Port Arthur, find it dif¬ 
ficult to subsist until relief arrived. 
This is one of the reasons that dic¬ 
tated the withdrawal of the Russiane 
from New-Chwang. The experts say 
that the embarkation of Japanese at 
New-Chwang at this time would bo 
nothing more or less than a strategi¬ 
cal blunder advantageous to the Rue- 
sians, as they are still holding the 
railroad and could rush a force there, 
fall on the Japanese and retire be¬ 
fore a column cent by Gen Kuroki 
could got between them and Liao- 
Yang. The opinion therefore pre¬ 
vails that the Japanese will not oc¬ 
cupy New-Chwang until Kurokl’s 
columns arrive at Hai-Cheng or its 
immediate vicinity. 

The Russian general staff confirms 
the announcements of the abando- 
ment of Kln-Chou by the Russians 
after the dismantling of the forts and 
the removal of the guns to Port Ar¬ 
thur. 

HAS BEEN OUTGENERALED. 

The Nichi Nlchl, of Tokio. making 
a forecast of Gen. Kouropatkin’s tac¬ 
tics, expresses doubt whether in view 
of the events of the past two weeks 
It will be possible for him to con¬ 
centrate his army at Liao-Yang, ow¬ 
ing to the fact that the country is 
stripped of supplies. Ills communi¬ 
cations have been cut south of Har¬ 
bin, and Port Arthur and Vladivo- 
stock are also Isolated. The Nichi 
Nichi considers that he has been out¬ 
generaled. 

DESTRUC'HON AT DALNY. 

A fleet of junks has arrived at 
Chefoo from Port Dalny.

CROPS LOOK WELL 

Wheat in Farmers* Hands Has 
Been Underestimated. 

A Montreal despatch says: G. C. 
Hastings, the well known miller, of 
Winnipeg, who is in the city, says 
that the crops in the West are look¬ 
ing exceedingly well, though, of 
course, it is yet too early to judge 
of how matters will turn out. As 
in the East, the season is about two 
weeks late, but in spite of this ev¬ 
erything Is looking up. Including the 
blades of wheat. 

In speaking of wheat available in 
the West. Mr. Hostings is of the opin¬ 
ion that the Montreal Doord of Trade 
has been Inclined to underestimate the 
amount. He states that there are 
still two million bushels in farmers' 
hands outside of elevators, and that 
the old wheat, which will be export¬ 
ed during the set season, will bo a 
good amount above the usual esti¬ 
mate, which was 2,500,000 bushels. 

The acreage Increase over last year 
he estimates at about ten per cent., 
which would mean 400,000 acres 
more land under cultivation than 
there was a year ago.

SPBnrO OF 1904. 

Cattla Art la Fair Condition and 

Faw Loasaa Hava 

Oeenrred. 

According to an official report ro- 
celved by the Live Stock Commission¬ 
er, OtUwa, Drltiah Columbia range 
cattle went Into winter quarters in 
very fair condition, feed in the late 
summer having been very good owing 
to the heavy rains. 

The winter up to February was 
very fine and mild, but after this to 
the end of March the ranges wore cov¬ 
ered with very deep snow, in most 
sections a much heavier snow fall 
than has been known for years. 

Hay waa comparatively short all 
through the range country; there was 
no old hay on hand and a good deal 
of the 1908 crop had been damaged 
with the heavy summer rains. 

Speaking generally, the cattle are 
in fair condition and few lossca have 
occurred; the she stock suffered most 
and it may be estimated that In con¬ 
sequence the calf crop will be below 
the average. 

There is no doubt that in certain 
sections of the country, more especi¬ 
ally on the Thompson, the cattle 
business is too much of a speculation 
to bo healthy. If the past winter had 
been of a similar character to the 
hav^ previous one, a very large proportion 
^of the stock of that section would 
have been wiped out, 

THE DAY IS PAST 

when it is safe to go into winter 
with 1-3 or 1-4 of a ton of hay per 
head, per year, the reason that, snow 
or no snow, by the time January 
comes there is practically no feed 
left on the lower ranges. In this 
section a great area of the recently 
leased lands will be fenced in during 
the next year or two and it will bo 
possible to limit the stocking of these 
ranges, but It will of course take 
some time for them to recover un¬ 
less the seasons are very favorable. 

Beef is still low in price and from 
present Indications not likely to be 
hotter than last year, if ns high. 
Horses are in good demand and the 
heavier horses, viz., those weighing 
from 1160 up, are realizing good 
prices. Horses of this class go to 
the Coast and more of them are be¬ 
ing bred every year, mostly from 
Kamloops and the district south of 
there, and are worth at the present 
time more money in D. C. than they 
are in the North West. For this 
market the lighter hoi-ses and ponies 
have been shipped in increasing num¬ 
bers. 

The Canadian Pacific R. R. have 
given the following figures of sbl|»- 
ments from points on the main line 
during the year 19U.8. To (’oast 
points: Horses, 140; cattle, 
hogs, 2.018; sheep, 400. q'o points 
oajBt of Laggan: Horses, 1,722; ent- 
tlo, 130. 

I'rom the.se figures will be noticed 
the comparatively small trade in 
horses with the Coast. With the 
Northwest, including the shipments 
by the Crow Lino and from Golden, 
not given in the above figures, pro¬ 
bably 2,300 horses were exported last 
year, 

THE PROPOSED LF.GL^LATIO.S 

which was unanimously asked for by 
the recent live stock convention in 
Ottawa to assess all horses coming 
into Canada from other countries at 
a value of not less than $75 per 
head, will have, if cnnctefl, a stimu¬ 
lating effect on our export trade to 
the Northwest, as their principal sup¬ 
ply of horses is from the I'nitcd 
States.

INFLUX OF IMMIGRANTS. 

50,000 Have Already Gone to the 
West This Season.

OUR HUGE BACK COUNTRY. 

The other day Governor Brady of 
Alaska made a speech on that region 
at a dinner in New York, recalling the 
time when it was known as “Seward’s 
ice-box.” Seward bought Alaska from 
Russia for $7,500,000, ani people said 
it was money thrown away. To-day 
the salmon canning industry alone 
yields a profit large enough to pay the 
interest on four times that sum. Gold 
mining last year yielded $38,000,000. 
Stock-raising is being carried on with 
much success, and the fisheries, other 
than salmon, promise well. Rich de¬ 
posits of steam coal have been found 
along the coast. Altogether, says Mr. 
Brady, Alaska, counting the value of 
her products and of the merchandise 
she consumes, is worth $75,000,000 a 
year to the rest of the United States, 
and “she is only just making a start.” 
Cheaper transportation is the one 
thing needful, and 4^ will come as 
population grows. 

Canadian Tories, who are picturing 
the back country of Ontario and Que¬ 
bec as a worthless desert, ate making 
a mistake they will yet deplore. Fifty 
years ago, when the Grand Trunk 
proper was being built, some of the 
finest sections of Ontario, notably the 
Huron and Bruce country, were set 
down as irreclaimable wastes; and we 
all know how the Hudson Bay Com¬ 
pany officials ridiculed the idea of 
wheat being grown for export in Mani¬ 
toba. “Seward’s Ice-box” was only 
one instance among many of the folly 
of concluding that because a region is 
new, unopened and away to the north 
of civilization it must necessarily be 
good for nothing. There is every 
reason to believe that the counfry be¬ 
tween Winnipeg and Quebec which 
the Grand Trunk Pacific will traverse 
is rich in timber, minerals and water¬ 
power, and, in addition, contains vast 
stretches of good farming land. Yet 
the Tories make it their business to 
deride the Liberals who say so and 
will have it that It is nothing short of 
criminal to build a lino there. Such 
is the “compelling pow’ei” of party 
politics that it turns men otherwise 
patriotic enough into enemies of their 
country!

THE WATFK SUPPLY. 

THE FARM WELL. 

THE CHEESE FACTORY AND 
CREAMERY. 

Some rather startling facts in regard 
to the water supply of our farms, 
cheese fretories and creameries, were 
brought out at the conference of dairy 
instructors and experts held in Ottawa 
last fall, the official report of which is 
now being distributed by Mr. J. A. 
Ruddick. Chief of the Dairy Division, 
Ottawa. In discussing the sanitation 
of cheese factories and creameries. Dr. 
Connell, bacteriologist at the Kingston 
Dairy School, pointed out that one 
great sanitary requisite is good water. 
Most of our factories obtain their 
water from shallow wells, only a few 
using water from deep wells, springs, 
creeks or rivers. Good water can be 
secured from shallow' or surfacr wells, 
yet such w'ater is always classified 
as suspicious by sanitarians when 
used for drinking purposes. The 
aeason for this simply is that such 
water is ground water, derived by see¬ 
page through soil of the rain or snow 
water. Shallow w’ells are usually 
placed quite close to the houses or 
factories which they are to supply, 
and thus the soil in their neighborhood 
is apt to become contaminated, and 
this contamination is sooner or later 
carried by seopugn into the well. 
Foitunately, the soil is an excellent 
filtering and cleansing material but is 
only able to dispose of a certain a- 
mount of contaminating material. 
Such disposal takes time, so that if 
there is a particulary heavy rain, the

carried by seepage into the well. 
Foitunately, the soil is an excellent 
filtering and cleansing material but is 
only able to dispose of a certain a- 
mount of contaminating material. 
Such disposal takes time, so that if 
there is a particulary heavy rain, the 
contaminating matter may be carried 
far into the earth below the purifying 
layer, and thus soak unchanged into 
tne wells. If a large amount of this 
contaminating material finds its way 
into the soil, the earth becomes “sour¬ 
ed”, and can no longer dispose of or 
purify the waste, which tends to soak 
into and mix with the ground water 
Some surface wells are so constructed 
as to be mere surface drainage pits ; 
that is they are not raised above the 
surrounding earth, and hence receive 
the surface washing direct. Farmers 
aud makers ought to realize that a sur¬ 
face well does not get its water from 
some bidden source below, but is I 
simply a collecting reservoir for the 
ground water derived from rain and 
snow water. And further, that if the 
soil in the neighborhood of such a 
well is saturated with slop water 
and house or factor}^ drainings, that 
sooner or latter will make their way 
into the well. 

Some Tests. Prof. Shull’s chemical 
analyses, of farm well water have 
shown the majority of the wells to he 
little better than cesspools. From 100 
to 200 samples a year are analysed at 
the chemical labratory of the Central 
Experimental Farm, and not onc-fifth 
of these can be passed as safe and 
wholesome. By far the greater num¬ 
ber are utterly condemmed, while 
others are report'd as suspicious, put¬ 
ting them in the category of those thar 
are unsafe to use. The bateriological 
examiuations of Dr. Connell, and Prof. 
Harrison of the Ontario Agricultural 
College, show similar results. Dr. 
Connell mentioned th at cut of a dozen 
factory waters sent him last summer 
not one was found fit for use. All 
were badly contaminated, and for 
drinking purposes would be imme¬ 
diately condemmed. Later Dr. Connell 
had an opportunity of seeing two of 
the wells from which the samples were 
taker. Both were subject to direct 
gross contamination from drainage 
water lying under the factory floors 
and the streams of dirty slime could 
be seen opening into the wells about 
four feet below the surface. Both 
these waters were very^. foul, so foul 
that animals would not touch them. 
Such a well is generally termed a 
“mineral” one in the section, probably 
b-:cause the sulphuretted hydrogen of 
decomposition causes an odor some¬ 
what like that of natural sulphur 
water. 

Improvement Necessary. A factory 
well cannot be kept uncontaminated, 
so long as the drainage and whey dis¬ 
posal system of the factory is not care¬ 
fully looked after, so that the first 
esseutial for a pure water supply from 
the ordinary well is good drainage. 
Next is the proper construction of the 
well, including its covering, so as not 
to permit surface washings flowing in. 
As Prof. Shutt pointed out, this drain¬ 
age matter, apart from its actually 
poisonous character, is the very 
material upon which microbes and 
germs live, and water polouted from 
the barnyard, privy, etc. is always 
loaded with countless millions of 
bacteria. It is impossible to turn out 
first-class dairy products where such 
water is used, so even from the 
dollars-and-centa stand-point, improv- 
ment in this respect is imperative. 

It ie not the smell or appearance of 
water that denotes its condition. 
Many samples of water which to the 
tense of smell or sight or taste are 
pepf ;ct, yet simply reek with filth, 
The bacteria which we cannot detect 
by our senses are far more dangerous 
than those which we can detect.

War* af PvnUhfnff thm Rcla- 
,tirc« of Criminal*. 

Angus Hamilton in Ills book on Ko* 
rea says: **Tbo inhabitants are pecul¬ 
iarly proficient in art of doing 
nothing gracefully. There are. there- 
fop, infinite charm and variety in the 
dally life of Korea. The natives take 
their pleasures passively, and their 
consUtutlonal Incnpnclty makes It ap¬ 
pear as if there were little to do but 
to indulge in a gentle stroll In the bril¬ 
liant sunshine or to sit cross legged 
within the shades of their houses. In¬ 
action becomes them. Nothing could 
be more unsulted to the character of 
their peculiar costume than vigorous 
movement. The stolid dignity of their 
appearance and their stately demeanor 
add vastly to the plctiiresquenoss of 
the street sceiK-s. The white coated, 
white trousereil, white socketl, slowly 
striding population Is irresistibly fas¬ 
cinating to the eye.’'

ULIwOA^S CIRCLES. 


The White Rainbow and One Oceo- 
•lon When It Wna Observed. 

A wonderful atmospheric phenome 
non, described by both Ulloa and Bon- 
ger, was first observed by the first 
pamed gentleman during the stay of 
himself and party in the Plnchlncha. 

One morning at daybreak the whole 
mountain top was covered with a 
dense fog. After n short while the at¬ 
mosphere became tolerably clear with 
the exception of a few vaporous 
clouds. While the travelers were 
watching the gradual disappearance of 
the fog one of them turned quickly 
and perceived an imago of himself 
distinctly mirrored on that quarter of 
the sky opposite the rising sun. The 
figure appeared to stand In the center 
of three concentric rings which were 
shaded with different colors, while 
around was a fourth and much larger 
ring tinted with but a single hue.

Next In iiMportaneo to the manibout is 
the bridegroom’s sister, and when tho 
marriage ceremony reaches the point 
vluM’o the vlsil)lo bond, usually tyi>lfievl 
in civilization by the ring, tills sister 
steps forwanl nnd in place of tho ring 
presi'uts tho lady Avith a pair of trou¬ 
sers. whicii are Immediately donned. 

The ceremony is concbubsl by a 
very mournful song sung by tbo eom- 
panlons of the bride, who then conduct 
her again to the homo of lier parents, 
as, owing to tlie extreme probability 
of one or the otlier rc'tractlng at any 
moimmt by reason of an unfavorable 
omen, no bouse is built until the cere¬ 
mony is completed. I’olygamy is tho 
rule, but eaeli wife lias her own house. 
Th<*y are tho most tyrar.uical wives in 
Africa ami. li.atiug each other, band 
together against their husband and 
rule him with a rod of iivu.

MOSAIC 


Hoir ralnlliifTM Are Heproclnoeil In 
<Iic l.Ittle CoInriMl H»iunrp«. 

In order to reproduce a painting In 
mos.'iic the arfist.s or artisans take 
a Hat sheet of Iron of the .same si/c a.s 
tlie painting Hurronmled by a border 
.'ibont an Inclt higli. This receptacle is 
then tilled with plaster so as to obtain 
a perfectly Hat surface. On this the 
outlines of tbo Hgures are drawn. The 
Iilnstcr is then cut up into small 
stpiares, winch are to be removed and 
gradually replaced by ns many small 
squares of mosaic of the same size. 
In the boles left empty when the plas¬ 
ter is taken away a new plaster mmle 
of travertine dust, lime and linseed 
oil Is poured. 

After three days this new plaster 
ac(iuirc8 the necessary consistency, and 
in this the artist sticks the little col¬ 
ored Fiiuarcs. When all the surface 
of the plaster is covered with these 
colored pieces of mosaic the whole is 
washed with sand and water until it 
becomes quite smooth. The colored 
pieces arc made of mixtures of dif¬ 
ferent minerals, like :ir.senlc, lead, 
glass, etc. These minerals arc placed 
in an oven, and the dirfcrciit colors 
are obtained by tbo dilTorent degrees 
of be.at. and as many as 28,000 various 
colors cun be obtained.

POE AND POVERTY. 


The Poet Wan Dorn to Need and Left 
It OM a Lea;Rey. 

According to Charles Marshall 
Graves, writing In the Century, the 
poet Poe was two years old when Ills 
mother, n gifted actress, was living in 
Uichmond in tlie direst want. 

Mrs. I’oe’s last stage appearance was 
in the Uicliniond tlioater in October, 
ISll. The tlieater burned on Dec. 2(1, 
and sevcnty-eiglit 'iioople perished with 
It. I’oe's futlier Ii:id died in the spring, 
and Mrs. I’oe and the baby poet and 
his younger sister went to live on Main 
street, in tlie Bird In Ilaiul region, 
in a lenenicnt cellar perpetually wet 
by the Shockoe creek, which tlieii flow¬ 
ed through the nilddle of the street. 
Here the wretched woman contracted 
pneumonia and died. And from the 
cellar the future poet, described ns a 
“baby skeleton,” was rescued by Mr. 
.\lhin. 

S?ixty years and more later Rosalie 
I’oe, the poet’s younger sister, npi>car- 
ed oil Richmond streets In poverty as 
bitter ns her mother’s had been to get 
n few coins by selling photographs of 
her brother. 

The man who was perhaps America’s 
greatest poet and certainly one of the 
few po(‘ls wlio have vitally influenced 
the riterary art both In pro.se and verse 
wa.s born into tlie most wretched pov¬ 
erty and left need as keen behind liiiu.

Ain FOR MILK FEVER. 

The pwnere of catHe know that the im¬ 
provement, which in the paet century has 
been affected in the oapaoitv of the milch 
cow, has been offset by the increasing 
liability to milk fovor—a disease which 
attacks the best milkers only. Nearly all 
the best milkers were attacked and the 
attacks ended fatally in half and two- 
thirds of all cases. The dairyman lost at 
once his most valuable cows, his best 
milkers, and his bitibeai bred.. Now, the 
New York Veterinary ColIeKo has recent- 
ly made the discovery that cows alTtcted 
by these diseoses are promptly cared by 
by distention of the udoer, tbroukh the in¬ 
jection into the teals of tillered atmospher¬ 
ic air, by means of a simple apparatus 
like the Davidson syriuKe, with an attach¬ 
ment of sterilt/.ed rubber tube, containing 
a filter of kterlized cotton. For the flrst 
time in the history of the diary industry 
it now beoomes possible to increase in¬ 
finitely tbo yield of milob cows, without 
exposing them to destruction from milk 
fever. There are in this state l,.‘iO0,000 
milch cows; and if their present annual 
Yield be estimated at 2000 (juarta each, at 
a selliug price of a cent and a half per 
quart, the value of the yearly return 
would he $i5.O00,U0O. Now, the discovery 
made by the State Veterinary college of a 
simple method of overcoming the terrible 
bane of milk fever, will make it possible to 
increase greatly tbe yield from the same 
number of cows, perhaps even to the ex¬ 
tent of doubling tbe present returns.—

To make paperHangor’s paste mix 
one pound of flour and one teaspoon¬ 
ful of powdered alum to a smooth 
p«sto with cold water, then pour on 
to this enough fast-boiling water to 
turn and thicken it.

A hydropathic treatment of a cold 
in the head is more reliable than any 
other.

Id 1875 the moat aqualid district 
in England lay lika a festering sore 
adjacent to the business centre of 
Birmingham. It was thus described 
by Counsellor White in an eloquent 
plea bofoire the town council for im¬ 
proved conch tions: 

*'Xt is not easy to imagine the 
dreary isolation which acre after acre 
in th 9 very heart of the town pre¬ 
sents to those who will taSe the 
trouble to vieit it. Little else is to 
be seen but bowing roofs, tottering 
chimneys, tumble-down and dissused 
shops, hoaiJs of bricks, broken win¬ 
dows, and coarse rough pavements, 
damp and sloppy. In one case I 
found a house of only two rooms, 
about 0 feet square and feet high, 
and in this hovel lived husband, wife 
and foiir children. Amid such de¬ 
plorable conditions 12,000 of our 
fellow-townsmen arc spending their 
lives, with no bright thing aboiut 
them, and nothing of joy or gladness 
in thetr homes," 

Joseph Chamberlain was then May¬ 
or of Birmingham and the city had 
not yet attained tlvs proud distinc¬ 
tion of the metropolis of midland 
England, nor had that brilliant young 
man climbed far toward his present 
fame, says the Brooklyn Eagle. He 
had evinced iharkcd talents in muni¬ 
cipal affairs and was an enthusiastic 
advocate of public ownership, so 
much CO, in fact, that his political 
enemies declared him a socialist. It 
was due to his efforts and energy 
that Birmingham hod purchased the 
gas plant and the waterworks from 
private owners, and the Success which 
followed these ventures gave him a 
prestige of which he was not slow 
to take advantage. The desolate 
tract populated with thousands of 
miserable persons aroused his sympa¬ 
thy, but ho was more than a social 
reformer, he was one of the shrewd¬ 
est business men in Great Britain. He 
surveyed the field as a general docs 
one of a coming battle.

MR DEROCHE NOMINATED 

Tweed .June l. -A largely attended and 
thoroogbly representive meeting of the 
Liberals of East Hastings was held here 
this afternoon for the purpose of selecting 
a candidate to contest the riding at the 
next Dominion election.
